NOTE: The proposed amendments to finally rejected independent claims 1, 8, 28 and 35 raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search because proposed claims 1, 8 t 28 and 35 do not include all of the limitations of an allowable 
dependent claim and any intervening claims. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's allegation with respect to finally 
rejected independent claim 27 is incorrect. Specifically, the applicant's allegation: "the Office has not shown that Kim et al. teach a 
device containing a MRE that contains a first conductive layer connected to terminals via leads. Nor has the Office shown that Kim et al. 
described a device containing a MRE that changes its resistance depending on the current flowing through a nearby MOSFET," is 
misplaced and without merit because claim 27 does not recite such limitations.
